DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the. time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim13, 14, 16-23,28-31 are 

rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over MOORE, 4804403 

See summary; a core, nutrient, is coated with polyfunctional isocyanate (p-MDI-column 
4, lines 60-62, Example 1) and polyol (column 3, lines 5-15). Core is urea ammonium 
sulfate— (column 3, lines 48-54). A polyol with triethanolamine is used (Example 1 and 
column 5, lines 27-35). Pesticides are added to the coating (column 5, bottom). 
Granules are formed in situ (column 7, lines 14-27). Additional coatings are applied, to 
optimize water resistance (column 7, lines 54-58). Pesticides may be applied as diluent 
fillers between or as part of, the additional coatings (column 8, lines 15-22). Pesticide 
layers can constitute multiple layers (column 8, lines 23-34). The examples teach use 
of the instant invention, but for ammonium sulfate, shown. However, sat column 3, as a 
normal fertilizer as the MOORE core, thus obvious for one to use in place of the 
exemplified urea. 



Claims 15,24-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
CUMMINGS et al WO 97/09882 in view of MOORE 4804403. 

CUMMINGS shows acephate on ammonium sulfate cores is desirable (page 5) but a 
sand core is not as unstable. A binder is coated in situ on the core, then acephate is 
added (page 12, bottom). However, MOORE (above) shows effective fertilizers can be 
coated with pesticides, insecticides (column 5, lines 55-58) and provide long controlled 
release periods, by applying multiple coatings. 

Thus, the acephate coated core of CUMMINGS, if prepared with coating 

materials of MOORE, with multiple layers, would solve the problem of loss of efficacy
